Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15, 17-18 are allowed, because the prior art does not teach enteral 
compositions comprising of a protein source solely consisting of hydrolyzed whey 
protein that provides 15-1 8% of the caloric energy distribution of the composition.
